Senior Class History

Laianada BeMiller, co-pilot; Mary Grosse, crew chief; Devon Eby, bombardier; David Wenger, 
plotter; Doris Weaver and Kennard Dickey, belly and tail gunners, and Mr. Lowell Sheets, 
navigator. 

We had as honor passengers, Ingrid Sonnekalb, and Werner Thoma, which brought our 
number up to forty-three. We landed long enough to give the play "Seventeenth Summer," 
and took off again. Three times we were off course: in court at Goshen, in the state 



legislature at Indianapolis, and in Washington, D.C. for a few days. To complete our mission 
we headed back for Wakarusa High School to have Class Night, Baccalaureate, and Commence 
ment. The next of our flights will be out into "life," and everyone will be his own pilot.
